When Western Europe was flat on Ita bacit 
after. World war II. the UnUed Slatea re- 
sponded with the Marshall plan, aa It had to 
If the Communlsta were to be kept at bay. 
ThrouRh that bolHlinoncetvcd-progrsm -ot- 
nsslstanee, the European -countrle.i rebuilt 
their economics and pat down the threat. 
The Marshall plan wa-i designed as a four- 
,„ year program, to end July 1. 1D52. In m!d- 
[ift-_lfjiiir3e_the Korea n war broke out, however, 
' spurring the great western defense effort' 
under NATO. And ao aid to Europe has con- 
I ttnued. though now all but a fraction Ln direct 
milUnry asslatancc and the remainder In- 
1 directly serves military ends. 

Even had there been no NATO requlre- 
[ mcnta, It Is clear that foreign economic aid 
woiild have gone on beyond the 1952 dead- 
, line originally set. Today's asJ^l^tancc, 
though styled military, la In _ considerable^ 
degree economic. ' ' ■ ■ ' " 

The question of how.long to continue such 
aid Is the problem that brings the West to 
the crossroads. In the ataga when European 
nations were In fact recovering from pa- 
ralysis, the- wisdom of the plan seemed 
obvious. But Europe today has left that

The problem now la different. Europe tor 
the most part la producing wall, but It is not 
■ earning its way. For one prime reason— It 
cannot find adequate outlet*, for. the goodi 
It makes. So It cannot pay for all the things 
It must import. 

. Before the big war, Western Europe traded 
with Eastern Europe. The Iron Curtain and 
the West's own restrictions now keep that 
commerce to a .trickle. But our friends abroad 
have not yet discovered the trade aubatltute 
—If any exists— for Eastern Europe. In the 
meantime, our aid haa Helped keep the free 
nations balled out. 
Yet that policy is artificial, a stop-gap 

- that merely puts off the day of reckoning. 
The U. 8. and the whols Wcat need a new 
policy, a comptehenslve economic program 
thnt will seek a proper flow of trade among 

- thoTree countrlej to their mutual benefit and 
itrength. 

We learn now that the U. S. Council of the 
'.y! International Chamber of Commerce, headed 
' by George A. Sloan, Is preparing a aeries of 
*■ "• policy recommendations covering the entire 
field of American commercial and monetary, 
i ' policy. These It will present to General 
r V Elsenhower's new administration next year 
; .1 as a fresh approach. 
||[ Tho council's efforts will be welcomed. They 
11 could hardly bo more timely. The coming 
||I White House change-over and the rising need 
r, for new solutions make thla plain. And. in 
kl tiie llgM Qt the council's past contributions 
"I to progress in this Held, there is little doubt 
the proposals will bs helpful and constructive

On June 2. President Truman pinned a 
_medal on Ge neral Eisenhower as the ffenernl^ 
doffed tils uniform to enter the political llsta. 
No one then Imagined what bitter antago- 
nists they would become before the election 
was over. 

Mr. Truman, stung by steady criticism, 
lashed oiit violently. He drew the campaign 
down to the lowest level In many years. 

Since then, however, the President haa 
.worked, for. an orderIy..transltlon .Xrom. hls 
administration to Elsenhower's on Jan. 20, 
Fortunately for . the nation, President- 
Elect Elsenhower [a likewise determined thaf 
no personal rancor sIiqJI af/cct the security 
and well being of the American people.
